COST OF EMPIRE 
RESPONSIBILITIES 

- The. Calgary Herald, in its com- 
ments upon the new Empire agree- 
ment concerning international status, 
has asked what Canada proposes to 
to‘respecting the financial obligations 
of our new national standing. 

Sir ‘Wilfrid Laurier contended that 
as Great Britain paid the bill she 
should say, with reasonable consul- 
tation with the Dominions, © what 
diplomatic negogiations should be un- 
dertaken and approved. Now _ that 
Hon. Mackenzie King and Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe have decided — that 
Canada herself, in future, is to ne- 
gotiate ‘treaties, do they also agree 
that Canada should take on a larger 
share of the‘ financial obligations in- 
volved in such independence of ac- 
tion ?. 

‘The Rederation of British Indus- 
tries has published figures showing 
expenditures on naval defence of the 
Empire. Great Britain spent approxi- 
mately $302,500,000; Canada, $1,500,- 
000; Australia $24,605,000; New. Zea- 
land, $2,691,625 and South - Africa, 
$699,465. 

Per capita, this works out at ap- 
proximately $6.69 for Great Britain; 
16 cents for Canada; $3.16 for Aus- 
tralia; $1.92 for New Zealand, and 
42 cents for South Africa. 

The respective expenditures on 
ew qlother services connected with defence 
are still further out of proportion. The 
total for .Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland last year was. $2,730,000,000; 
for Canada, $145,000,000; for Aus- 
tralia, $1 5,000,000; for New Zealand, 
$30,000,000, and for South Africa, 
$15,000,000. The charges per head of 
population were $61.98 for Greut 
Britain; $16.72 for Canada; $30.42 for 
Australia; $25.42 for New Zealand, 
and $9.82 for South Africa. 

It will be seen that Canada and 
South Africa are at the bottom of 
the lists and in respect of naval de- 
fence, South Africa spent last year 
nearly two and a half. times as much 
per capita as ‘Canada. ,

PLANS TO BRING 
SETTLERS TO CANADA 

The articles on the subject of im- 
migration written by Mr. C. W. 
Peterson and appearing -in the The 
Calgary Herald are an instructive 
and interesting contribution to the 
consideration of a lange subject. 

The recent Imperial Conference ar- 
ranged that low fares ‘for British 
emigrants to the Dominion shall be 
continued, The small. 3,000-family 
scheme of aided settlement in Can- 
ada is to be enlarged. The Minister 
of Immigration has made a co-opec- 
ative arrangement with the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company and 
the Hudson’s Bay Company by which 
lands in the possession of these com- 
panies ‘will be placed at the disposal 
of the department of immigration. 
Each of these steps is in the right 
direction. 

Reference has been made to | the 
announcement from Glasgow that 
40,000 names are listed in, the office 
of the American consul there, of ap- 
plicants who are waiting for a chance 
to move from Scotland to the United 
States, Only 6,000 can go to the 
States, so that 34,000 will be on the 
waiting list at the end of the year. 
Would it not be possible, with more 
energetle. action by our immigration 
oflicials, to direct a large number of 
this total to Canada? Is there not 
an Empire: obligation to retain as 
many Of these people as possible for 
the Empire instead of letting them 
go to another country? Questions 
like these remain to be solved by the 
governments of British lands. 

Mr. Peterson’s intensive study of 
land conditions in Canada has ‘con- 
vinced him that, if this country is to 
reach its possible production, . the 
“sub-marginal” areas must not be 
neglected. These, roughly, are lands 
not of A-l, productive capacity but 
still capable of large production if 
tilled by people accusotmed to the 
methods required by this type «of 
land. If settlers are brought’ from 
countries where this class of farming 
in commonly engaged. in, and the 
right proportion between these set- 
tlers and settlers from British coun- 
tries and from Northern Europe i

Immigration presents many coni- 
plex problems, but in recent years 
more official attention has beet paid 
to the difficulties than to active 
attempts to solve them.

The S.S. “Emperor of Port Mc- 
Nicoll” now undergoing overhauling 
at the Vicker’s Yards in Montreal, 
will be re-named the “Nootka” and 
placed in the British Columbia 
Coastal Service, according. to.C. D: 
Neroutsos, assistant manager of the 
Service. The vessel will sail for 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, and thence 
to Sydney, C.B., where she will load 
with 2,500 tons of steel and proceed 
to Vancouver via the Panama Canal. 
This will be the first trip of the 
“Nootka” under Canadian Pacific 
ownership. 


An optimistic forecast for the 
future of Poland was made recently 
by Gerrard Hyna, representative of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany at Lemberg, Poland, who was 
interviewed in Montreal recently 
after completing an extensive tour 
of the Dominion and part of the 
western United States. Mr. Hyna
